Dominguez Annexation Delay 


The struggle over annexation of 
the Dominguez Ranch area to the 
east of Yorba Linda goes on, City 
Attorney Leonard Hampel told the 
city council Monday night. 

As a result of recent legal action 
taken by owners of the Upper K 
(Kraemer) Ranch, which separates 
the city from the bulk of the 
Dominguez land, actual annexation 
will be delayed until at least Sept. 
16, Hampel said. 

On that date a suit filed by 
Kraemer Ranch owners contesting 
authority of the county Local 
Agencies Formation Commission 
(LAFC) to approve the contested 
annexation will be heard in Superior 
Court. 

Although the suit has been filed 
against LAFC, the City of Yorba 
Linda, the Dominguez family, and 
the C. Michael Co., would-be 
developer of the annexation, will 
join with the county counsel in 


opposing the Kraemer litigation, 
Hampel said. 

Declaring that ‘‘we will be doing 
everything we can to prevail, ‘‘the 
city attorney cautiously predicted 
that the last-minute blocking 
maneuver would fail. 

Although Kraemer interests at 
first seemed indifferent to the 
proposed annexation, once LAFC 
approval had been won last spring 
Upper K owners went before LAFC 
to request deletion from the area of a 
neck of Kraemer land joining the 
Dominguez Ranch to the city limits 
of Yorba Linda. 

Since a city may annex only 
contiguous land, the deletion, if 
approved, would in effect have 
voided the annexation. Yorba Linda 
contested the deletion at that time, 
and the area was again approved for 
annexation as originally described. 

The latest Kraemer action seeks 
to nullify LAFC’s approval, thereby 


RA Zone Under Fire

her four acres because of the RA 
zoning on the property.

One For All... 


A currently popular cliche is ‘‘Bite the Bullet’’ which means, loosely 
translated, ‘‘stop avoiding the problem and come to terms with it.’’ 

In our opinion it is the time for all groups and individuals concerned with 
the problem of lack of suitable playing areas for organized athletics and 
sponsoring organizations to ‘‘bite the bullet.’ 

A multitude of opinions and suggestions were advanced at a special City 
Council meeting on the subject last week to affect a solution to the problem 
with a city staff study and reports from the organizations the end result. 

One possible solution to the problem of lack of space for the thousands of 
youngsters of both sexes participating in organized events is a one location 
multi-use complex. 

Rather than attempting to spot playing areas throughout the city with 
each one being an expensive proposition in itself the one location could 
consolidate costs, be more easily maintained, scheduled properly and be 
less of a security problem. 

One central! lighting system could service the multiple playing areas 
resulting in a tremendous saving in cost. The baseball diamonds could have 
a tri-rubber mound for the different distances needed for the type of ball 
being played. 

Removable snow fences could provide baseball field boundaries which 
could be shifted into different positions for the use of football contests. 

The complex could feature a central snack bar complete with rest room 
facilities thereby saving considerable money in plumbing installation and 
maintenance. Portable announcing facilities and movable bleacher 
arrangments could accommodate the various events, being moved when and 
where needed. 

Te explore such an arrangement we suggest that a committee 
immediately be formed with membership made up of the interested 
organizations, city officials and staff to study this proposal from all angles 
and in depth. The committee should attempt to locate a suitable piece of 
property, investigate its availability, determine the cost of acquisition and 
development, the method of financing and outline procedures to follow to 
attain the goal. 

A piecemeal approach to the problem of adequate spaces for the Yorba 
Linda youngsters to play may solve the dilemma step by step but will really 
leave only one group satisfied at a time. An overall approach, which would 
cure all the ills at one time and in one place, we believe to be the better 
remedy.

$4,000. a year, going from $42,500 to $46,112.

He later told reporters that this was a ruse. The machine wasn’t broken at 
all, but Burton’s theatrics had given him the time he needed to get the 
machine turned back on to record some switch votes he was arm-twisting. 
Speaker Carl Albert helped Burton by using some stalling techniques at the

ps0 much for congressional ‘‘Jeadership”’ at a time when public opinion 
polls show the average American ranks Congress at its lowest point in 
history in terms of confidence. 

By tacking their pay raise measure to a post office bill, which also raised 
salaries of federal judges and upper-level bureaucrats, Burton & Co. hoped 
to make their move inconspicuous. 

Their plan to rush it through without a roll call vote (thus avoiding 
embarrassing questions from voters at election time) was thwarted, but it’s 
a safe bet that those voting ‘‘aye’’ aren’t going to shout from the rooftops 
about it back home. 

Burton and his allies were luckier a few weeks ago when the House 
Administration Committee granted the entire House a juicy $10 million 
package of perquisites. These benefits will come automatically to each 
member--the committee’s decision didn’t even require ratification by the 
full House. 

It was rammed through in express-train fashion by Committee Chairman 
Wayne Hays, who said he would deal with opponents of the measure by 
simply eliminating their staffs. That silenced the opposition. 

The ‘‘perks’’ include extra money to put out those puff-piece newsletters 
to contribute twice a year (previously they ‘were paid for from each 
congressman's office budget) and nearly twice as many paid-for trips back 
home to their districts. As many as 12 of the total of 64 trips can now be 
assigned to staff members. 

If you're upset about all this boom-time generosity in the middle of a 
recession, don’t bother writing your congressman about it this month. He’s 
off on vacation.

straight down or up to meet the 
street, walk carefully to avoid a

17 If riding where a train may be 
passing or crossing in front of 
your horse, it is best to get 
across the street, get off your 
horse and wait, as far away as 
possible from the train until it 
passes. 

18 If you ride the lake bed, stay on 
the trails. Certain section of 
the trails are very hard and 
should be ridden at the walk. 
Also be careful of areas of very 
soft sand. A local horse was 
permanently blinded by a fall 
backward while riding through 
the lake bed and neglecting to 

* stay on the trail. 

19 Dogs are not allowed, by law, to 
accompany equestrians unless 
confirmed with a leash. This 
can be hazardous to both horse 
and rider, inasmuch as the 
leash may become entangled 
with the legs of the horse and 
can cause serious accidents to 
occur. It is therefore suggested 
for the safety of all concerned 
that dogs do not accompany 
riders. 

It is important to remember that if 
at all possible, horses should be kept 
out of the business and commercial 
areas. There are times when it is not 
possible to, avoid riding in and 
through town, but the less riding 
done intown, the better.

Congratulations to the 
outspoken Placentia Coun- 
cilman who thought of the 
taxpayers when the City 
Administrator asked the 
Council to approve a new 
employee classification. It’s 
the kind of hanky-panky 
that is perfectly legal but 
repulsive to most of us. 

The new classification 
was tailormade for a 
present employee to give 
him a fat raise. To justify 
the new classification the 
city staff went far afield and 
showed the Council, using 
cities like Garden Grove, 
Santa Ana, and Anaheim 
(cities over 100,000) that the 
classification was justified. 

The Councilman objected 
to the unfair use of such 


large cities with their 
proportionately larger in- 
comes (Placentia’s pop- 


ulation is about 30,000). He 
was quickly overruled by 
Councilmen Bob Langer, 
George DeJesus and Jack 
Gomez, so the employee is 
getting his fat raise, and the 
taxpayers lose again. 
Nevertheless, it was good 
to see at least one 
Councilman stand up for the 
overburdened taxpayer. 
Who was it? It is ironic but it 


was Councilman Mike 
Callahan, the charming 
Irishman who we _ have 


certainly had our differ- 
ences with (remember the 
letter he wrote complaining 
about this column?). 

I don't like your letters 
Councilman Mike, but I like 
your open reaction and 
rejection of the obvious ploy 
used by the city staff to 
justify the classification. 
Maybe next time the City 
Administrator wants to 
favor an employee, he'll at 
least use smaller cities. 

It is interesting to note 
this employee is in the 
accounting department and 
could probably tell us a lot 
of things.
